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HISTORY AND PURPOSE 


In the Fall of 1966 a small group of women 
representing various occupations and cultural interests 
was called together to form an organization with the sole 
purpose of inviting distinguished persons visiting the 
Santa Barbara area to address its members.

This has been 
accomplished without any solicitation beyond the first 


letter of invitation.
